That when you run a cranberry marsh, 
You are at it day and night. 
For when you think you will have 
A good night's sleep, 
You roll over with a groan, 
Half asleep and half awake, 
You thought you heard the telephone, 
And when yon have said your "hello," 
Did I hear that voice aright? 
"The (lag was on the train today; 
There will be frost tonight." 
Then yon jump into your overalls. 
And your blood begins to boil, 
And you gallic on your lantern 
That is always tilled with oil. 
Then you look at the thermometer 
And you say "confound my pate; 
It was fifty-two four hours ago 


, And now It's twenty-eight." 


Then you pull out all your sluice boards, 
Away down to the lloor, 
And you stand there a few moments, 
And you hear the water roar; 
Till at last your marsh IB Hooded, 
And you dance around with glee, 
And bid deliance to Jack Frost

Now. perhaps you think I'm bold 
When I say the vines cost twenty cents a 


pan, 


Aud they're worth their weight iu gold. 
We must not pass ttie .Jumbos 
They are of enormous size: 
. .hist take, a look on Beimel's marsh, 
It will open uj) your eyes. 
We have the Kirn Lake Hough Rider: 
In your mouth they'll almost melt: 
They look like a bucking bronco--

That have vines like Virginia Creeper?. 
Don't forget the Wisconsin Natives: 
For they beat them all for keeper?. 
Now they arc using them for medicine 
And the doctors all a^rce 
That they are far better than 
Kocky .Mountain Tea. 
And it will drive them out of uiiciness 
That's between me and you 
And they will have to take that sign down 
Of their Indian Kickapoo. 
And you may think it preposterous 
Hut still we heard it said 
That they will bring the hair back 
On any old bald head. 
Now they're good for men that's strong

"Stand your berries out to freeze, 
Don't take half the sugar." 
Now if you've any tools 
That's completely gone to smash, 
And you*know you must replace them, 
Just call on Larry Nash. 
He's a splendid man to deal with, 
Although sometimes rather queer; 
If you kick about the price, 
He'll throw in a keg of beer.

Such chicks must be separated from 
the main Hock, so that they limy be 
given the nceed attention, anil must 
be provided with shelter at night, even 
though they have the ran; 
:lay. Coops like that shown in the illus- 
tration are Inexpensive, as they are 
formed from large dry goods 
boxes.

H. Lord, for thirty years a recluse, died 
at JKio,_ a_ mountain settlement tea suil^s 
west Sf here, "recently, at llie'a^e "ot 
S> years. He -.vas born at Jlonie, X. Y., 
and became a protege of the well-known 
cirii engineer, John B. Jarvis, after 
whom Port Jarvis was named, aad as- 
sisted ii:m in the construction of the Cro- 
ton aqueduct, New -York city. 
Nearly fifty years ago Col Lord's fam- 
ily was among the most prominent ia 
Eorziie-asterii polities, and he exercised a 
tremendous power ia the ooliey of the 
Keystone state.

Coops £01- Younjj Cliicks.
